SOME WARDWELL TAX-PAYERS, 


After reading from p. 217, also 220. 
story, ubat the reversal 
of judgment was not passed until 1711, 
I was greatly surprised to find on 
record vol. 16, p. 166 of Register of 
deeds, the-act of General Courtin May, 
1703, where Elizabeth Proctor of Dan- 
vers, Abigail Faulkner and Sara Ward- 
well of Andover, on their petition, 
obtain a repeal, judgment being de- 
clared null and void, **no corruption of 
blood, forfeiture of goods can be held 
by such convietion”—the above are 
reinstated in the just credit of reputa- 
tion, any law to the contrary. Perhaps 
the petition of Samuel in 1711 was after 
his mother’s death for return of prop- 
erty taken. These children of Sara 
Hawkes were never afraid of work aud 
collected their bills and prospered 
accordingly. The death of Thomas 
Wardwell in i706 is explained by a 
paper giving to Joseph Lovejoy, a 
neighbor, fur £24, the 17 acres ‘tour 
brother Thomas deceased bought ‘of 
Abraham Foster on the east side of 
Boston road.” Twenty years later, 
after Samuel and William were both 
married and the estates aivided, Wil- 


liam sells a bit of poor Tom’s orchard: 


on the west side of the road to young 
Tim Lovejoy and Mary Corneille, a 
Wilmington Iss, pot the first to come, 
however. 

Dorothy Wright signs with * William 
after 1710, and land Jotted to them near 
the Down Shout at Foster’s Pond and 
upland sold to carpenter Sam Preston, 
with 2Nathauiel Abbotts’ bounds all 
in with Fosters, Lovejoys and Ward- 
wells give the first map of our’ now 
cemocratic South Center, then the aris- 
tocratic suburb of the busy North 
Parish. Samuel married at 40, Retura 
Gile, a widow and daughter of Ralph 
Ellinwood of Beverly, whose famil 
history and migrations all range wit 
the Wardwell movements. ; 

Samuel is over on Carmel Hill, then 
Pine Hill, sells the swamp east of Jubn 
Wright he owned with William, ‘* laid 
out to the right of our honored father, 
Samuel, deceased.” The long-lived 
Wardwells sell and swap land together 
and with the neighbors. They had 
great discernment in choice of wives, 
marrying widows, as arule, with dow- 
ry of laud, and much’ in promise, and 
the quit-claims all over Essex Co, give 
the migrations, while the deeds re- 
corded years atter they are made, seem 
to be a guide to the finalend of buy- 
ing and selling, for our town records 
leave the time of departure to the im- 
agipation, in many Wardwell.families. 

In 1716, young Susanna Corneille, 
perhaps a visitor, maybe a helper in 
the Wardwell spinning and brewing, 
witnesses a deed with Ben Lovejoy, 
and the next year they have been pub- 
lished and to this day, we have never 
lacked a Corneille to gather apple blos- 
soms on Carmel! slopes. 

Samuel parts with land on the road 
from Ingalls to Farringtons at Pudden 
Bridge, to the Fryes on one side of 
Boston Hill, while, William sells to 
them on the other,,*‘ the Carlton Path 
and the way over Boston Hill ”’ well 
laid out, bringingin their friends, Wm. 
Fiske and Robt Pevey, whose children 
are just chuosing Anuover wives. 

In 1723, Wm. deeds to Ben and Sam 
Abbott, tbe brothers west of the Shaw- 
shin, lis meadow over there, one 
bound going down, ‘the brouk belong- 
ing to me, Willlam’’ maybe Baker’s or 
the Red Spring. In some papers, come 
glimpses of the Boston cousin, Wil- 
liam the coachmaker. and his widowed 
sisters, who are cousins of a generous 
Joho Edwards of Ipswich. About 
this time, 1735, Sam and Return sell 
the homeplace and its: improvements, 
to Joseph Parker, the aged 1nn-keeper,

But I have 
still to search the ancient phiig for 
light. _Hugh Gordon owned a home- 
stead on the Boston road, and the 
Wardwell lands rau about, his orchard 
and came dowu on both sides to the 
street, so that he was in a section cut 
out like the segment of a lapboard. 
His Hanna married ‘Jonathan who 
died in 1774, aud she went off to Read- 
ing with Dr. Eaton. Mary her sister, 
married Juseph Lovejoy and this small 
holding, divided at first through baru 
and chimney, was sold by the gitls to 
Lemuel Holt who begins to buy all the 
land to spare around. Carmel. The 
Gordon house may have stood on Plato 
Eames’ sit. 

A very curious’ paper is that of 
‘Jonathan with his small inventory, 
prepared according to law by Henry 
Ingalls and Ebenezer Lovejoy with 
Isaac Lovejoy who was in the Conti 
nental Army 1n 1780. says the additional 

aper, and the first inventory having 

een burned in the looting of the 
house of Peter Frye, Esq. of Salem, 
Tory, also Regisver of deeds, they pre- 
pare another ‘tas best they could’’, 
Janna Gordon approving. ‘*Peter, the 
Rev. Vet. succeeds his father, and his 
Sally who marries Ben Farrington is 
the only descendant I find who stays. 
The family of the late George Frye are 
also from 4Jonathan °Esther. 

‘Eliakim without money sets up for 
himself, and is well represented by 
§3imon of Bunker Hill ana Ruth Church. 
Of this family we have Patty, wife of 
Capt Amos Holt, Elizabeth wife of 
Ezra Holt on the Berry estate, Capt 
George, whose son Edward was so 
greatly beloved by his Andover associ- 
ates, Charles and Mehitable Emery 
who resided on Salem Street all his life 
and the aged Ruth Bullard who ended 
her days among us. Simon, who mar- 
ried Margery Barker, held the Down- 
ing estate and his children were well 
represented by his grandson Horace, 
promoted Sergeant in Heavy Artillery, 
serving from 61 to ’64, then into the 
navy. George,’son of °Charles, and 
Altred, son of the resident Simon, 
were on the army list. This venerable 
grand son was born in Saco, but re- 
turned to live on the estate sold by 
Wardwell heirs to him, and now in 
posession of a Reed; Mr. Wardwell 1s 
spending his last years with his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Joseph Dole and, like all the 
others of his line preserves his facul- 
ties intact-to the last. — 

‘Joshua, tailor most years, but once 
in 1762 an inn-holder, married Mary 
Sanders, widow of ‘Joseph Lovejoy, 
and with a sister Ruth whois in business 
with them, inherit. Amesbury lands 
from father Thomas Sanders. The 
great estate of Joseph Foster as sold 
by Mary to Hezekia Ballard; lot seems 
to be near Foster’s Pond, or along **the 
brook that runs from it,’’ and Joshua 
parts with the home up in the Centre, 
tbat wasa part of Joseph Lovejoy’s, 
a double house and near the Elm House 
Site. But he 1s out in Swansea, Bris- 
tol County, when he transfers first to 
Henry Ingalls, then to Ballard, this 
last bitof Andover. His son Joshua 
who was aveteran of the Revolution, 
drawing a pension till death, dies 
childless and non comp, leaving the

Point. Ithioak it was our Joseph W. 
of Ballardvale, his descendant, who 
served through our late civil and clos- 
esa most bonorable record, for these 
Wardwells had only a few sons to 
spare.

THE WEEK IN NEW YORK. 


Old Trinity is holding its duo-Centennial 
Cetebration. ; 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN J 
New York, May 5, 1897. 

Trinity is celebrating her bi-cenien- 
nial this week, and the old church is 
resplendant with a go'geous display of 
banners, flowers, and | ae heraldy. 
The Parish celebrated its two bun- 
dredth birthday on Sunday, and ser 
vices of song and historical addresses 
will be held every day this week up to 
Saturday. They will be concluded on 
next Sunday. The interior of the ven- 
erable church never looked more beau- 
tiful than it does now. In the day- 
time the color effects of the rich 
stained glass windows add much to the 
decorations, but the most resplendaut 
scene is at. night; under the blaze of 
light from candies and electric hghts. 
From the lofty Gothie arches to the 
floor, hang an amazing profusion of 
flags, banuers, shields, and eeelesias- 
ucal emblems From portal to altar 
the time-stained walls are hidden be- 
hind a display of the most brillant 
colors. Over the North entrance to 
the vestry room, is the shield of the 
United States, draped on either side 
with the national flag, the Unton Jack, 
and the tricolor of France. Above the 
southern entrance is a huge shield 
bearing the arms and see of London. 
These are in honor of Trinity’s first 
rector. Upon each arch, ming'ed with 
the bunting, is a horizontal row of 
electric lights illumimating a Bible 
text. The globes of the lights are 
pure white and are shaped like lillies 
Among the decorations hanging from 
the pillars, are the Arms of the Sees of 
Canterbury, representations of the 
royal and colonial arms at the time of 
William III!, The Cross of the Crusa- 
ders, the shields symibolical of the 
twelve apostles, and twenty-eight ban- 
ners, illustrative of the chief festivals 
of the ecclesiastical year. The altar is 
almost hidden behiud a mass of flowers 
including palms, potted plants, lillies 
azaleas, carnations, primroses and 
American Beauty roses. Behind the 
floral bower move the priests in their 
rich robes, and the choristers in pure 
white. All the front pews are filled 
with the women belonging to Trinity’s 
various organizations. They all wear 
gray veilsand white caps having little 
bows of colored mbbon, The music at: 
this week's services is of the highest 
order. The two great organs are in 
charge of Dr. Arthur Messiter and Dr. 
Walter B. Gilbert. Dr. Messiter bas 
been organist of Trinity fur thirty 
years and Dr, Gilbert associate organ- 
ist for twenty-seven years. 

The bi Centennial services began on 
Sunday. Morning prayers were held 
at 7.30 o’elock. The High Celebra- 
tion at 10.30 o'clock, was conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, the Rector. 
Dr. Dix delivered an interesting his- 
torical address instead of a sermon, 
The musical programme was elaborate. 

Monday’s services included Holy 
Communion at 7.30 o’clock A.M.; Morn- 
ing Prayers at 9 o’clock A.M., anda 
Noonday service at which Dr. Eliph- 
alet N. Potter, formerly President of 
Hobart College, delivered an address 
on the subject, **Trinity as an Educa- 
tional Influence”’. 

The usual morning services were 
held Tuesday. At the noon meeting 
Dr. W.S. Rainsford delivered a stirr- 
ing address on: ‘* Where shall we 
ee our Strongest Churches? How 

aintain Them?”’ 

The principle services of the week 
were held to-day (Wednesday) at 11 
o’clock. Admission was only by ticket 
and the church was taxed to its utmost 
capacity, to accomodate the audience, 
Nearly two hundred clergymen were 
present at this service. Bishop Henry 
C, Potter delivered the address. In 
the evening aservice of song was con- 
ducted by the Rector. 

On Thursday the Rev. William R. 
Huntington of Grace Church will 
preach on: ‘ Strong Centres of the 
Church.”’— Fridvy, Dean Hoffman of 
the General Theological Seminary, will 
deliver an address containing some 
reminiscences of Trinity Parish. The 
celebration will wind up on Sunday 
with special services. 

Trinity 1s one of the oldest churches 
in America. On May 6, 1697 William 
ILI of England granted a royal charter 
fur land upon which a church was to be 
built ** withou. the North gate near 
the street called Broadway.” This 
was only twenty-three years after the 
founding of the city itself. A church 
was built and the Bishop of London 
named as its first rector. It was not 
convenient forthe Bishop to officiate, 
so by his consent William Vesey be- 
came the Rector. 

He was born of a family that bad 
been reared up in the Church of Eng- 
land, and he was greatly respected and 
liked. He held the rectorship for a 
continuous period of foriy-nine years. 


During her long life Trinity has had- 


only eight other rectors. The first 
church was a small frame structure, 
topped by a squat tower. In 1837 the 
Parish had grown to such proportions, 
that the little church could. nov begin 
to accomodate all. It was therefore 
enlarged to twice the former size and a 
spire added, Thus it stood until the 
great fire of 1776, which swept lower 
Broadway and totally consumed the 
wooden church. Then followed the 
troublous days of our history, when 
hands and minds were too preoccupied 
by weightier matters, to devote time 
and money to rebuilding. But in 1788 
a rough wooden structure of clumsy 
appearance was put up. It was con- 
structed so improperly that in 1839 it 
was deemed unsafe, and torn down. 
The corner stone of the present build- 
ing, the fourth in the history: of the 
Parish, was then laid, and the beauti- 
ful cathedral-like structure was conse- 
crated on May 21, 1846. Until ten or 
fifteen years ago, Trinity’s tall spire 
was the moet conspicuous landmark of 
the lower city. Then it towered high 
above edncent buildings, and people 
used to climb to the top for the superb 
view it commanded. 
the tall “‘sky scrapers” of lower Broad- 
way lave towered high above its apex, 
and it can hardly be distinguished from 
the Harbor or Rivers. 

Trinity is the parent church of nine 
subsidiary churches in this city. It 
owns real estate of immense value, and

The Layerlag Process Is Recommended 
to Novices— Propagation by Cuttings. 
Some varieties of grapes are readily 

raised from cuttings, but the easiest and 

most certain way for novices is by lay-

ers. With a view to assisting amateurs 
Country Gentleman represents this proc- 
ess by an illustration here reproduced. 

A branch of the preceding year’s 
growth is bent down as represented at 
Fig. 1 and covered with soil three inches 
deep, or a strong shoot of the present 
season’s early growth is used in the 
same way. Roots are thrown out as rep- 
resented, and before winter it is detach- 
ed and taken up, forming the two plants 
in Fig. 2, This is the simplest and eas- 
iest way to increase the plants on a 
small scale. 

Cuttings for outdoor work are made 
seven or eight inches long, each with 
two or more buds (Fig. 8). They are 
placed in a slop- 
ing position in 
the soil, which is 
compactly press- 
ed, the upper bud 
just above the 
soil. Cover the 
surface with a 
layer of fine ma- 
nure. 

Special atten- 
tion is called to 
the directions 
about setting the 
cuttings ina 
slanting position 
tothe full length 
of the cutting, 
leaving a bud 
just at the sur- Y 
face of the soil. Ne 
If planted in this FIG:3 
way, they are :

ed by the settling of the soil. Propagat- 
ing grapevines from seed is employed 
only by skilled cultivators for the pur- 
pose of originating new varieties. 


Hybrid Wichuraiana Roses. 

The Japanese Rosa Wichnuraiana, 
pe ged introduced a few years ago, 
fas proved very valuable where a trail- 
ing carpeting plant is needed. The 
plant forms long shoots, creeping along 
the ground. It makes a handsome car- 
pet under tall growing roses and is used 
in parks to cover slopes or hang over 
embankments. Although it suffered in 
some places around Boston last winter, 
it is generally regarded as entirely 
hardy. It is sometimes called memorial 
rose, being much used in cemeteries. 

In this connection Rural New Yorker 
describes a set of hybrids resulting from 
the Wichuraiana crossed with Hybrid 
Remontant, Brier and Noisette. 
set includes four varieties—Manda’s 
Triumph, pure white, double flowers, 
very fragrant; Universal Favorite, dou- 
ble, bright rose; South Orange Perfec- 
tion, double, blush pink shading to 
white, and Pink Roamer, single, bright 
pink, lighter at the center, with deep 
orange stamens, This is said to be a 
sweetbrier hybrid, and should there- 
fore prove very hardy and vigorous. In 
addition to their value as trailing plants 
the Wichuraiana roses may be trained 
to form a beautiful arch. 


Hardy Cactuses. 

Meehan’s Monthly calls attention to 
the fact that few plants are more effect- 
ive than hardy cactuses for many situ- 
ations in flower gardening. The one 
most frequently seen is Opuntia rafines- 
quii, a smooth jointed form, which has 
brilliant yellow flowers in midsummer. 
Until late years it was confounded with 
Opuntia vulgaris, which is a more slen- 
der grower, but very hard to distinguish 
from the former one. There are vari- 
eties referred to O, rafinesquii, that 
are more distinct than this. The com- 
mon form of opuntia from the plains, 
Q. missouriensis, also with yellow flow- 
ers, but having the joints covered with 
slender silky hair, makes a very pretty 
flower garden ornament. 


Mangels For Stock Feeding. 

If the ground can be well prepared 
early in the spring and the seed sown 
at that time, the chances for securing a 
good stand of beets are much greater 
than if the sowing be delayed until 
later. One'serious difficulty in securing 
a good stand of the beets when sown 
later in the season is, according to a 
Rural New Yorker correspondent, that 
the young plants do not become estab 
lished before the ground becomes so dry 
that they suffer, if they be not killed 
entirely from the drought. The Mam- 
moth Long Red and the Yellow Ovoid 
have proved the most satisfactory with 
me. The Yellow Globe has not given 
80 great a yield per acre as the varieties 
named, Mangels like a deep, rich loam 
that is quite warm and dry. A damp 
lowland will sometimes produce large 
yields of mangels of an inferior quality. 
A deep, rich loam in, a high state of 
cultivation that is well drained is ad- 
mirably suited for the cultivation of 
this crop.

This' may seem 
like a small matter, but when work is 
crowding time is money, and these daily 
repeated wastes amount to something in 
time and help.

A New Financial System. 

The demand now heard from mer- 
chants and manufacturers and bankers 
and other intelligent observers in every 
part of the country is not for some re- 
pairs to our financial system, but fora 
new system.

If 
we could be sure that they would al- 
ways be correct, we could not be sure 
that the government would always be 
able to maintain # sufficient reserve 
for the redemption of the notes. If the 
weight of a pound and the length of a 
yard were liable to be changed at any 
time by congress, the uncertainty could 
hardly be so dangerous as the present 
uncertainty regarding the unit of value. 
This explains why so many of the men 
who do the business of the country, not 
alone in the north and east, but also in 
the south and west, demand the with- 
drawal of the government notes. —Iron

It is the opinion of our ‘best engineers 
that no town should pat in water till after 
the sewers are fin and in running 
order. Also, that if it is done, it will be 
but a few years before malarial sickness 
will be generated. Let us look at this 
for a moment and 1 think it will seem 
reasonable, Belore the water was put in- 
to Andover our cesspouls answered per- 
haps a8 well as they do anywhere. They 
received the comparatively few gallons 
of water pumped out. of our wells and 
disposed of them in the usual way. 

But on the introduction of water what 
a difference? Millions of gallons instead 
of thousands poured into them. ‘They 
are filled several times a year; they are 
not attended to as they ought to be ; neg- 
lect always abounds. What is the con- 
sequence ? ‘The contents of these filthy 
cesspools, some of them in the frout of 
the house and some at the back, are ovz- 
ing out and raturating the soil all about 
One has to study the soil to understand 
tu what distance this filthy water per- 
colates #round our houses. I am told 
that it is often one hundred feet, and that 
no well should be within that distance 
froma cesspool We have in Andover a 


clay soil, the worst for holding water, if 


it were gravel there would be ‘more hope 
for us. 

May Task you, my reader, if you had 
water in your cellars this season or the 
past ones. If not water then are there 
not damp spots all about? Do you realize 
that 4 part of this water comes from your 


cesspool which has been emitting its con- 


tents, all winter below the frost line, and 
in the spring mixing with the rain water 
ubat enters yur cellars? This creates 
noxious gases which, our céllars being 
tight, are forced up into our houses— 
the foul air ascends into a b. droom for our 
little ones to breathe. This has been go- 
ing on some ge Our soil is being sat- 
urated with foul waterand the result will 
be malaria and sickness if it is not reme 
died at once. Whatistheremedy? A 
good system of sewerage. As I under 
stand it the town committee have acted. 
A bill has been passed ard all await ac- 
tion of the town. Why délay when delay 
isso d rous? The cost? What is 
that to the health of our old town? 
Money can be had at 4 per cent., and if 
our townsmen were in earnest one year 
could see our sewers put in. Public 


Opinion should be awakened to the great 


danger that is about us all It should be 
80 strong as to force the town to act and 
not delay, Delay is dangerous.

THE FIRST MODERATO}. 


Shows That to Henry Fianders Belotigs the 
D-stinguished Honor. 

Accoiding to the Reccrds of the 
Town of Lawrence now in the custody 
of the city clerk, the honor of being the 
moderator of the tirst town meeting be- 
longs to Henry Flunders, 

The tirst town meeting was called on 
a warrant issued to Charles 8, Storrow, 
by Daniel Weed (justice of the peace). 
The two candidates for the office of 
moderator were Henry Flanders and 
Nathan Wells. The former was elected. 

The record distinctly states that the 


Jirst meeting adjourned sine die. lt 
was held on April 26, 1847. 
A second meeting, says the 
records, was called by the select- 


menon April 30, four days later, at 
which Joseph H. Clark was chosen 
moderator. As corroborative evidence 
that this is correct, the Directory of 
the Town of Lawrence for the year 
1847 says: 

“The first Town meeting was held on 
Monday, April 26, of which Henry 
Flanders, Esq., was chosen Moderator.”’ 

Thus it would seem to be incon- 
trovertibly established that to Henry 
Flanders belonged the honor of being 
the first moderator.
